Care of the Farrowing Sow. 


Rpecial farrowing pens are pro- 
vided only when many breeding 
sowa are kept, but where there is 
to be a removal from the ordinary 
quarters to a special place it should 
be done in good time, eo that the 
sow may become thoroughly accus- 
tomed to her new surroundings, 
writes Mr. W. R. Gilbert. 


There is consklerable difference 


‘of opinion as to why sows kill and 


eat their young, and no doubt the 
causes are as diverse as the theor- 
ies odlvanced to account for it. One 
of them, however, and not the least 
common, is wsufficient space. 

A sow, when she hes down in 
close quarters, is apt to catch an 
unfortunate youngster between her 
carcass and the wall against which 
she generally places her back when 
suckling her pigs. 

The facrowing-pen should, of 
course, be reculated to some extent 
by the size of the breed kept, but 
generally the space allowed is too 
limited, and we frequently see big 
heavy sows with hardly room to 
turn around in. the diminutive 
apartments that, previous to far- 
rowing, served them as sleeping) 
quarters. 

Small breeds should be allowed 
a space of not less than eight feet 
by eight feet, increasing in the case 
of the larger breeds up to twelve 
feet by eight feet, or twelve feet by 
feet; and to prevent the young 
pigs from being crushed against the 
wall, it is a good plan to fix a 
il around each side of the | 
farrowing-place, at a height of from | 
seven to nine inchés from the floor, | 
and a similar distance from the) 
wall. 

This will prevent the sow flound-| 
ering down with her back against’ 
the side of the pen and provides a 
refuge for the youngsters who can) 
get under the projection. 

It is a great mistake to provide | 
the farrowing sow with a large 
quantity of bedding. Under ordin- 
ary circumstances there is no bet-| 
ter bedding material for pigs than) 
good wheat straw, but for the far-| 
rowing sow a moderate quantity of | 
short stuff is preferable to the long 
materials in which pigs are apt to 
get tangled and unable to escape 
quickly out of the way of a clumsy 
mother.

If the sow has farrowed all right, | 
she should be fed in much fhe same | 
way as during the closing days of 
gestation. It is a great mistake to 
feed for milk before farrowing, and | 
equally an error to begin to stuff | 
the sow with heating or milk-pro- 
ducing food immediately afterward. 

The inexperienced breeder thinks 
he must brace up his sow with 
plenty of good f to meet the de- 
mand on her system and produce 
plenty of milk on which ‘the pigs | 
can grow and ‘thrive.

To commence this high feeding 
directly the piga are born is not only 
unnecessary, and therefore waste- 
ful, but it is injuriqus. It really 
defeats the object of view, or it 
overstimulates the milk-glands and 
inflames the udder; while the effect 
on the little pigs is to sicken them 
and cause scouring and liver de- 
rangement, to which young pigs are 
prone. 

The majority of cases of so-called 
milk fever in sows in which the se- 
eretion disappears altogether and 
leaves the youngsters practically 
motherless, are due to high or 
overfeeding prior to and immediate- 
ly after farrowing. 

The diet of the sucking sow shou!d 
be gradually increased in quantity 
and richness, and as the pigs grow, 
s little meal composed of wheat, 
barley or oats may be added to the 
shorts and bran, which is about the 
best diet at this period, and the num- 
ber of times of feeding increased. 

An important feature in the suc- 
cessful management of the sow and 
litter is to get the youngsters to 
feed as early as possible. This pays 
in two ways—it saves some of the 
drag on the sow, and it gets the 
pigs fit to wean earlier, releasing 
the sow from her maternal] duties. 

Moreover, when the pigs are re-

Sir William Meredith's report as 
Royal Commissioner appointed to 
investigate the affairs of the Far- 
mers’ Bank and the relations of the | 


former Minister of Finance, Hon. 
W. S. Fielding, and the Treasury 
Board thereto, was tabled in the 
Commons on Wednesday afteraccn 
by Hon. W. T. White. The con- 
clusions reached in the report may 
be briefly summarized as followa:— 
The whole blame for the failure of 
the bank, involving a net loss. to 
the depositors of $1,906,437, is 
ascribed to the recklessness and 
fraud of those entrusted with the 
management of the bank, In so far 
as the Treasury Board is conceraed 
the Commissioner finds that there 
is no ground for imputing any im- 
proper motives to the ex-Finaace 
Minister or his colleagues, and the 
‘most that can properly bo charged 
against them is ‘‘an error of judg- 
ment.’’ This error of judgment lay 
in accepting the repeated assuranc-

Japan's inner life contains quite 
as many problems as that of any 
other country. One of the most 
eoricus is the relation of capital and 
labor, and herein woman takes an 
important part. 

“In no other country im the 
wonld,”’ says J, D. Whelpley in the 


Century Magazine, ‘‘does a larger 


percentage of women participate in 
wage earning. In the United 
States for every cighty-six male 
wage earners there are fourteen fe- 
male. In Great Britain it is seven- 
ty-five, in Germany cighty to twen- 
ty, in Italy eeventy-cight to twenty- 
two, while in Japan there are near- 
ly twice as many women as men on 
the pay-rolla of the country. 

“Tt is the testimony of all large 
employers that the women are the 
industrial backbone of the country. 
The employment of women and 
children is the secret of the com- 
petitive power of the Japanese tex- 
tile and, other light handicraft in- 
dustries, and it is for this reason 
that the possible operation of a law 
enforcing sanitary provisions, and 
even the common decencies of hu- 
manity, in factory life is viewed 
with alarm by the manufacturers 
in their necessarily strenuous com- 
petition for foreign trade. 

‘The new law limits hours of em- 
ployment, forbids the use of chil- 
dren under certain ages and the 
employment of women at night and 
in dangerous occupations, It can 
be understood, therefore, whence 
comes the delay in even promulgat- 
ing a law which takes effect fifteen 
years after its promulgation. The 
moneyéd classes and the ‘‘inter- 
eata’’ necessarily control a legisla 
tive body like the Japanese Diet. 
many members of aaiek ans elected 
by a most amazing and open sys- 
tem of corruption and vote buying, 
puts to shame in its 
effrontery the worst days of ward 
politicos in any -ridden city in 
the United States.’"

Lesson X1.—The test of Abraham's 
faith, Gen, be }«19, Golden 
text, Hos, 6, 6. 


‘Following the account of the de- 
struction of Bodom and Gomarrah, 
the biblical narrative (Gen. 19. 30- 
48) records the birth of sons to the 
daughters of Lot, Moab,-ancestor 
of the Moabites, and Ben-ammi, 
‘father of the children of Ammon.’’ 
Chapter 20 contains the account of 
Abram’s sojourn in the land of 
Gerar to the south, and his deal- 
ings with Abimelech, upon whom he 
practiced the same deceit with re- 
gard to Sarah, his wife, as earlier 
he had practiced on the . king of 
Egypt (compare Gen. 12. 10-20). The 
birth of Isaac and the casting out 
of Hagar and her son, Ishmael, to- 
gether with Abraham’s covenant 
with Abimelech at Beersheba, re- 
ported in chapter 21, prepare the 
way for the account of the great 
test of Abraham's faith and loyalty 
to Jehovah. 

Vérse 1. After these things — The 
longer sojourn of Abraham in the 
land of the Philistines, reported in 
the preceding chapter. ,

Constant 
drain for more than 100 years upon 
the most accessible stands of green- 
heart in British Guiana has strip- 
ped the forest of its best material, 
and the wood now obtained is of in- 
ferior quality.

POSTAL TROUBLES IN PERSIA.’ 


One Merchant's Servant Threw Let~ 
ters Into the Sea. | 

The difficulties of the post office 
in the Persian Gulf are aggravated 
by the Persian language, which in- 
vests the word ‘‘poost’’ as colloqui- 
ally pronounced with considerable

“Poos” means a dock or anchor- —

Fred Rodgers Died from. Injuries.—Mallam’s Back was Broken, and 


Young Suffered Broken 


The citizens were shocked on Mon- 
day morning at the unusual and alarm- 
ing news of a fatal cave-in at the Cross 
& Wellington tale mine, near the vil- 
lage. Various rumors were circulated, 
but it was finally learned that out of 
four men working together, one es- 
caped injury entirely, when a large | 
quantity of tale fell, pinning the three 
beneath it, just after work had been | 
commenced. Doctors were immedi- 
ately summoned, and everything pos- 
sible done for the unfortunate men. 
Fred Rodgers was so badly crushed 
that he died about. noon, after having 
been removed to his home in the vil- 
lage. Steve Mallam was very badly 
injured, his back being broken, and 
was hurt otherwise. 
Mr. ©. Henderson’s. Wm. Young was 
the other of the trio, and who suffered 
a broken leg as well as being crushed. 

The late Mr. Rodgers, who had been 
mining for some time, had very re- 
cently decided to undertake farming, 
at which he intended to commence 
next week. Deceased leaves.a widow 
and a young child. The funeral took 
place yesterday afternoon under the 
auspices of L.O.L. No.285, to the Meth- 
odist church, interment being made in 
Lakeview cemetery. 

A post-mortem examination was 
held in the Town Hall by Dr. E. D.| 
Harrison and Dr. W. A. Dafoe. They | 
reported at the inquest that deceased's | 
death was caused by a hemorrhage of 
the lungs, and shock from the injur- 
ies he received. 

The Inquest 

Coroner Dr. W. 8. Harper empan- 
elled.a jury, which viewed the re- 
mains, and held an inquest on Tues- 
day afternoon and evening in the 
Town HR. Crown Attorney P. J. M. 
Anderson, Belleville, examined the 
witnesses, and Mr. Wm, Cross appear- 
r. 
Corkill, Provincial Mine Inspector, 

uestioned several of the witnesses. 
About two hundred people were pre- 
sent. 

The jury was composed of the fol- 
lowing gentlemen ; Messrs. R.R. Case- 
ment, foreman, A. D. Weir, E, ©.

After this was hoisted 
they started to fill the second one, 
when he heard an unneual noise and 
jumped out into the drift as the rocks 
came down. He rang the danger sig- 
nal and several men came down from 
the surface. Rodgers was on top of 
the fallen rock and appeared to have 
his shoulder crushed. Young and 
Mallam were partially buried in the 
ore. When they ! taken the in- 
jured men out of the mine they 
rought them to town. 
_ Fred Nayler, who works in the hoist 
house, went down in the mine with 
the other men in response to a signal 


for help from the shaft house of the 


mine. He described the finding of 
the bodies the same as Mr. Webb had 
done. Several other witnesses who 
were in the rescue party substantiated 
Mr. Nayler’s evidence, 

Chas. Weese, witness, was holding 
light on Saturday for Billy Rose to 
scale. Considerable loose ore was out 
of reach, The foreman alwaysdid the 
worst of the scaling. Thought tale 
was more easily shattered than most 
ore. He considered it dangerous on 
Saturday. He did not think anything 
customary had been left undone in 
order ty preserve safety. Under Mr, 
Corkili’s examination witness des- 
cribed the timbering, which is done in 
sets, three sets high. He, said it was 
much harder to test by tapping in 
talc than in hard rock mines as it has 
a different sound. 

Joe Adams, witness,was working in 
the west shaft, said he considered tale 
more dangerous than other ores, but 
that all reasonable means to prevent 
accidents were taken, The timbering 
was 9x9 and 8x10 elm. 

The inquest adjourned at 6 o'clock. 

At 8 o'clock Mr. Wellington, man-. 
ager of the mine, was hea He said 
he had not been notified ofany danger 
and that if it was very serious he 
would have been so. He said there 
was a possibility that the soft weather 
of the previous week was responsible 
as they had known the water to cause 
slips before. He thought the deceased

T and not likely to do anything reckless. 


The jury were then addressed: by 
the Crown Attorney and the Coroner, 
and the case left in their hands. 

Following is the verdict returned by 
the jury: “That Frederick Rodgers 
came to his death at the village of 
Madoc about 11 o'clock a.m, on March 
17th from injuries received by falling 
rock froma stope in the Henderson 
tale mine, situated in the township of 
Huntin

we find that all reasonable and usual 


ities of the mine to guard against ac- 
cident or injuries to the men employed 
therein, and that. the said Frederick 
Rodger’s death was due to an accident 
that could not have been reasonably 
foreseen by those responsible for the 
condition of the mine.”

Engineer's Invention May Revolu- 
tionize Armaments. 


A process that may conceivably 
bring about a reyolution in arma- 
-ments is believed to have been dis- 
covered by a young Sheffield (Eng- 
land) engineer, William Henley 


Worrall. Briefly put, it is material- | 


ly to increase the resistance of ar- 
mor plate, while at the same time 
reducing its weight by from 10 to 
20 per cent... 

The invention has been tested up 
to a point and is being further ex- 
perimented upon. An eight-inch 
plate made by Mr. Worrall’s pro- 
cess has, it is stated, resisted a

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HINESE SEALS OF WOOD. 


Stone, Too, There Forms Part of 
Articles Usvally Made of Metal. 


In China seals are made of wood 
and stone, as well as of metal. They 
are used, in addition to a signature, 
to represent an individual, a legal 
person or a corporation. The seals 
used by the former emperor were 
distinguished. as privy and state 
seals, and were three inches 
square. 

China’s state seal is used chiefly 
upon documents relating to foreign 
countries, explains the Oriental Re- 
view, and has Chinese characters 
stamped on it. The privy seals are 
stamped on imperial rescripts, is- 
sued for proclamations at home. 

Japanese law requires that each 
individual should send in an im- 
pression of his seal as a specimen 
(called jitsuin), te have it registered 
and kept in a government office 
(district office of a city, town or vil- 
lage), that it may represent himself 
inad 

The material employed to make 
these seals consists of various kinds 
of precious stones, gold, silver, ete. 
Those mostly in uke at the present 
day are of agate, rock crystal, 
ivory, rhinoceros or wood or box- 
wood, and recently. India rubber 
has come into use. 

There are two ways of engraving 
characters on a s¢al—relief and in- 
taglio. In the one the characters in 
the impression are shown in color, 
while in the other they are repre- 
sented in white on colored ground. 
The ink used for stamping is called 
args It is generally of vermilion 
red.

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GOOD ROAD FOR THE FARM

The Split-Log Drag Will Solve the 
Problem, 


One of the greatest difficultics 
which the farmer .in Ontario has to 
face to-day is that of bad roads. 
One .of the most effective instru- 
ments in solving this problem is the 
split-log drag, and just as the bad 
condition of the roads is a most 
costly problem, so the drag is the 
cheapest of remedies. 

It is undoubtedly true that both 
Dominion and Provincial Govern- 
ments will take up in the near fu- 
ture the work of extensive road 
construction throughout the coun- 
try. Tht Provincial Legislature has 
announced the expenditure of at 
least five millions dollars in a very 
short time, and the Minister of 
Public Works has stated that this 
will be but the beginning of greater 
things in the way of highway con- 
struction. The Dominion Govern- 
ment also annownces that the as- 
sistance promised some time ago 
will be forthcoming shortly, and in 
a recent address in Toronto the 
Hon. Martin Burrell declared that 
any subsequent help which would 
be offered would be made upon 4 
most generous basis. It can be 
| easily seen, therefore, that Ontario 
ia on the verge of a new era of road- 
building. While all this may be 
true, however, it cannot be denied 
;that a great many years will pass 

before permanent improvements 
can be made on all roads. Even 
with the completion of the most 
‘comprehensive scheme of road con- 
struction, the greater per centage 
of mileage in the Province will re- 
main as common earth roads. 

While supporting the general move- 

| ment, therefore, towards road im- 
| provement throughout the Pre- 
Pyne the farmer cannot afford to 
neglect the dirt roads that pass his 
own door, To look after these 
roads he must find some method of 
treatment more or less inexpensive, 
and in his search he Will find noth- 
ing that is cheaper and more effec- 
tive than the home-made drag al- 
ready mentioned. ; 

The big problem in dealing with 
roadways is that\of maintaining a 
hard, smooth surface. To ensure 
this, of course, the first two essen- 
tials are proper draining and pro- 
per grading. If the roads. how- 
ever, have received any permanent 
coating, it will be necessary to fol- 
low up good construction with con- 
stant attention to the condition of 

the.surface, and in keeping this in 
its order the road drag will be 
ound to work wonders. 

In the first place, the dragging of 
the road has the effect of freeing it 
from, holts and ruts. This is par- 
ticularly true of clay toads. The 
enemy of any road is water, and the 
effect of travel on clay roads is-to 
form a paste on the surface, which 
prevents water from running away.: 
Of course:if the road were ‘properly 
graded it would present a rounded 

surface to water and the mud trou- 
ble would be eliminkted. If used 
at the proper time the drag pre- 
pares.—the -surface, which, as it 
dries, is packed by travel and be- 
comes harder and more-impervious 
with every dragging. Then, too, in 
the summer the same hard surface 
is far harder to break up and, cons 
sequently, less dusty. 


Making a Drag. 


The construction of a log-drag is 
soon aceomplished.. The’ best ma- 
terial to use is a dry red cedar log. 
Soft maple, pine, bass-wood or_wil- 
low, however, will do, A log from 
five to seven feeb in length and from 
ten to twelvé inches in diameter, is 
sawn or split in two. The halves 
are placed parallel to each other, 
flat face to the front, and the 
heaviest base slab first. On the 
front slab at a point four inches 
from the end that is at the middle 
of the road, there is located the 
centre of the hole to receive a cross- 
stake, and 22 inches from the other 
end, the centre of a hole for an- 
lother cross-stake. The hole for the 
middle stake will lie on a line con- 
'necting and half-way between the 
other two. On the back slab, 20 
inches ig measured from the end 
which is to be at the middle of the 
road for the centre of the cross- 
stake, and six inches from the other 
end is to be the centre of the out- 
side. stake. The centre of the mid- 
idle hole is found as before. When 
| these holes are brought opposite, 
one end of the back slab will lie 
sixteen inches nearer the centre of 
lthe roadway than-the front one, 
thus giving a ‘‘set-back.”’ The two 
slabs should be held 230 inches | 
apart, connecting stakes  being| 
wedged in place. A brace two inch- |

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not be made too heavy so that it 
can be lifted by one man and man- 
aged by one team of horses. 

When to Use the Drag. 

The best time to use the drag is 
when the soil is moist, but not too 
‘‘eticky,’’ as then the earth is loose 
and runs along the faces of the 
slabs, spreading smoothly. The 
rom can also be treated when the 
earth is very wet and slushy, as 
during a rain, or immediateiy after- 
wards, If any dragging is done, 
however, when the road is only par- 
tially dry and sticky, the earth will 
roll up in lumps instead of spread- 
ing freely. 

No rules can be laid down as to 
the number of times a good section 
of road should be dragged. Loam 
roads do not stay in condition as 
long as those made of clay. Then, 
again, local grade conditions and 
exposure to hillside wash will de- 
mand repeated attention. 

If a road shows a tendency to be- 
come too high in the middle, it can 
be dragged twice towards the cen- 
tre and once away from it. Loose 
stones in the centre of the road 
should be removed. The drag itself 
will even down any other inequali- 
ties in the surface. By dragging up 
one side of the road and down the 
other, the edges of the log plane off 
all ridges and obstacles and draw 
the loosened material sidewise and 
forward, thus filling the holes and 
ruts and crowning it at the middle 
of the road. 

System Needed for Success. 

The efficiency of this simple de- 
vise in making an earth road as 
good as an earth rvad can possibly 
be, has been proved over and over 
dgain.

Spasmodic effort is useless, and it 
is not very encouraging for one far- 
mer to put time and labor.on the 
rondway past his farm if his neigh- 
bor is neglecting his share’ of the 
work. The split-log drag is cheaply 
made and easily operated, but only 
through the concerted and systema- 
tic activity on the roads throughout 
any given district, can that district 
hope to attain satisfactory results. 
In counties where the drag has been 
used in this way the results have 
been marvellous, and not only have 
the roads been kept in good order, 
but the cost of maintenance has 
been greatly reduced. A _ great 
many suggestions have been offered 
as to what plan should he followed 
to secure the best, results. One of 
the best that has been suggested is: 

1. That township. councils take 
tenders and let the job of dragging 
and keeping in good condition sec- 
tions of earth roadway throughout 
the township ; these .sections not to 


‘exceed four miles in length, being 


preferably two miles in length, an 
not less than one mile. 

2. That each person taking a con- 
tract be paid in cash on some of his 
tenders, which will probably be a 
small amount. An average of $5.00 
a mile will be found an induce- 
ment in most,cases. 

3, The work of using the split-log 
drag should be inspectéd from time 
to time by the township road com- 
missioner. 

When any person in operating the 
drag is found to do inferior work 
or to neglect the roads, the work 
ean be taken from him for the en- 
suing year. 

The results attained by the long 
drag are so immediate, so apparent 
and so beneficial, that if it is once 
tried out in a community its use is 
sure to spread. “The farmer who is 
in earnest about the road problem 
should get a drag and use it.

Aodespatch from London says: 
The British army possesses the best 
afroplane in the world, and has 
perfected a type of flying machine 
far superior to any in the posses- 
sion of other nations, according to 
Col, John Seely, Secretary of State 
for War, who caused a sensation by 
making this announcement in the 
House of Commons when introduc- 
ing the army estimates on Wednes- 
day. For British pyrposes, Col. 
Seely said, the great problem had 
been to secure an aeroplane that 
could fly both slow and fast. The 
British army now. machines 
that had beaten 80 miles an hour, 
and which also were able to reduce 


Itheir speed to 40 miles an hour. An 

army biplane recently had passed 
all the tests at an average speed of 
91.4 miles an hour. Col. Seely said 
ithe British army would have 145 
aeroplanes by next May. He claim- 
ed that Great Britain had deliber- 
| ately rejected large airships as be- 
jing useless for her purposes. The 
War Department was devoting its 
attention to small dirigibles which 
could be picked up and sent abroad 
with expeditionary forces. The 
Secretary for War said that the 
mechanical problem of repelling at- 
tacks on air craft had been solved 
by experiments carried out by the 
army service.

Their Use of Wood Stadied by De- 
minion Forest Service. 


What woods do the brush-makers 
of Ontario use? How much of each 
kind! What is the value of the 
wood? Where does it come from! 

These and <ther questions with 

to the industry mentioned, 
and also thirty-five other industries 
which use wood in their product 
are answered in a pamphlet soon to 


‘be issued by the Forestry Branch 


of the Dominion Department of the 
Interior. The pamphlet is known 
as that Branch’s Bulletin No. 36, 
and is entitled ‘‘Wood-Using Indus- 
tries of Ontario.” | 

For some years the Forestry 


{Branch has issued statistics as to 


*tlet, however, 


the quantity and value of wood 
used in the saw-mills, pulp-mills 
and other wood manufacturing in- 
dustries. The scope of this book- 
is different. The 
term ‘“‘wood-using industry,”’ as 
here used, is intended to refer par- 
ticularly to those industries. which 
use for their raw material wood 
which has already been put through 
one of more processes of manufac- 
ture. For instance, the saw-mills, 


which use for their raw material 


the logs as they come from the for- 
est, and which saw these into lum- 
ber, are not included. The plan- 
ing mill, on the other hand, takes 
for its raw material the boards, 
plank and other material which the 
gaw-mill turns -out as ite finished 
product, making these into sash, 
doors, etc. 8o the ‘planing-mill 
falls into the class of *‘wood-using 
industries’ as understood in this 
bulletin, while the saw-mill plainly 
does not. Such a distinction can- 
not, of course, always be carried 

out strictly.
